The set top box of claim 16 wherein execution of the command comprises 
switching the display to a channel associated with the future programming*

information received comprises WEB pages in a Markup Language. 

19. The set usk) box of claim 16 wherein the broadband receiver comprises a 
satellite data lime adapted to download a satellite-broadcasted data stream, and 
the multimedia information is received via the satellite data link.

25. tAjnended) A method for commanding a set-top box, comprising the 
steps of: 

(a) r^eiving in real time by a broadband receiver in the set-top box 
multimedia information including a displayable data stream constituting data 
including future programming and at least one command associated with a 
displayable indicia; 

(b) separating theMisplayable data stream in real time by a 
tuner/demultiplexer circuitry, and forming a display from the displayable data 
stream, the display including ffle indicia associated with the command; 

(c) selecting the displayed indicia by a user-operable apparatus; 

(d) storing the command associated with the indicia; and 

(e) executing the command at a future point in time.
